In the tender ſenſe and compaſſion of 
theſe Ewils.,, under which Tour People and King- 
dom lie ( according to the Dutie which we owe to 
God, Tour Majeſtie, and the Kingdom for which we 
are truſted) do moſt earneſtly defire , That an end
